Down in the pit of 
the hall to the number of more than 
800 were residents of Canton and 
many other persons prominent in state 
politics. Back and all around the 
diners the vast amphitheater section 
of the hall, with its capacity of 3,000 
people, was almost completely filled 
with auditors who wished to hear the 
speaking. In the midst of the serving 
of the menu there was a sudden hush 
to the -festivities, and almost as one 
man the vast assemblage arose to 
their (eet and for more than a minute 
stood in respectful silence. The occa- 
sion was the arrival of Mrs. McKinley 
wife of the late president. 
She was 


accompanied by a large party oJ 
friends, including Mrs. Day, Mrs. Fair- 
banks, Miss Grace McKinley, and Miss 
Black, daughter 
of General Black 


They occupied a box during the speak- 
ing. 
Invocation by Rev. Dr. O. W. 


Holmes, pastor of the late president's 
church, was followed by the serving of 
the dinner, and then Justice Day, as 
toastmaster, opened the speaking. 


"The aspiring youth of America," 


said Judge Day, "can have no safer 
guide to follow than that afforded in 
the life and career of William McKin- 
ley. Devotion to duty, public and pri- 
vate, is the keynote to his career, and 
the great lesson of a life beginning 
with a patriot's answer to his coun- 
try's call to arms and, after many 
honors and the highest place in his 
country's gift, ending with the mar- 
tyr's crown and a place with the im- 
mortal few, not born to die." 


"We pause," said Governor Herrick, 


"strong' in the consciousness of the un- 
seen presence of our dead friend, to 
look back over the past and revive our 
memories of the beautiiul character 
and noble achievements of William 
McKinley, and cut a little deeper on 
the emblematic white marble his un- 
dying record, which has become an in- 
tegral part of the life of our state and 
nation. Who shall say that such a 
career is rot an inspiration, a living 
lesson for our millions of free people, 
and for all who shall come, after 
them?" 


Lieutenant 
Governor Harding re- 


marked: "Among the greater services 
rendered his country, tfie_ grandest 
achievement of the martyred McKin- 
ley was the winning of the south to 
the concord of union and "purpose and 
pride that was vital to the onward 
course of the nation. And* it seems to 
me that if, in the crowning wreaths of 
immortality, there is separate bloom 
for every noble achievement, the angel 
of the south will place on William Mc- 
Kinley's brow the richest garland that 
may blossom there." 


VicePresident Fairbanks: "President 


McKlnley's administration will rank 
among the most successful in our ija 
tional 
history. 
The 
most beloved 


among our fellow men was stricken at 
the very summit of his power. All our 
philosophy could not fathom the pro- 
found mystery.

WASHINGTON NEWS 


Amendment to Army Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—Mr. Williams 


of Mississippi, the minority leader, 
tried to secure the adoption of the 
senate amendment to the house pro- 
vision regarding retired officers serv- 
ing with the state militia. 
Messrs. 


Hull of Iowa and Hay of Virginia, both 
members of the military affairs com- 
mittee, indorsed the house provision 
making it retroactive. The latter de- 
clared it was Democratic doctrine to 
save money, and for that reason called 
upon the Democrats to stand by the 
committee. 
Mr. Williams arose and 


spoke of the action of General Miles 
in placing shackles upon the ankles of 
Jefferson Davis when the latter was a 
prisoner at Fort Monroe. He shared, 
he said, the opinion of southern men 
as to that, but he did not think it was 
the time, the place nor the way to get 
even. Mr. Williams' motion to agree 
to the senate amendment, which does 
not make the law concerning retired 
officers retroactive, was lost—71 to 
171. 
The bill was then sent to con- 


ference.

Washington, Feb. 1. — The senate 


continued the consideration of the 
joint statehood bill, with Mr. Nelson 
as the principal speaker. A number 
of bills -were passed, including one 
largely increasing the fees for incor- 
porating stock companies in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.
